NEW APPOINTMENT TO BOARD OF FELLOWS 
Dr. Howard F. Aldmon, Vice Chancellor 
for Student Affairs at the University 
of Tennessee, Knoxville, has been 
appointed to the Board of Fellows for 
a two-year term. Appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the College's 
Board of Directors, Dr. Aldmon is 
filling a vacancy created by the resig- 


nation of Dr. S. Richard Silverman, 
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Director of the Central Institute of 
the Deaf, St. Louis. 

In addition to naming Dr. Aldmon 
to the Board of Fellows, the Executive 
Committee reappointed three Fellows 
to three-year terms; Mrs. Celia 
Baldwin, ‘70, an instructor at St. 
John's School for the Deaf, Milwaukee; 
Dr. Ben Hoffmeyer, G-'47, Executive 
Director of the American School for 
the Deaf, Hartford, Connecticut; 
Dr. John Marvel, President, Adams State 
College, Alamoso, Colorado. All three 
are completing one-year terms which 
began in January 1971 when the Board 
of Fellows was. initiated.

EXCHANGE PROGRAM WITH OBERLIN COLLEGE 
BEGINS THIS SEMESTER 

Two Gallaudet students, Marie Philip, 

a junior sociology major, and Cynthia 
Lohr, a senior majoring in English, will. 
spend the spring semester as full-time 
undergraduate students at Oberlin College, 
Oberlin, Ohio. In exchange, Linda Kerwin, 
a senior at Oberlin, will register at 
Gallaudet this week for a full-time pro- 
gram in audiology and speech and lLinguis- 
tics for the coming semester. 

As part of Oberlin's Interim Study Program 
given between the fall and spring semesters, 
Shirley Stein is conducting an orientation 
to deafness and manual skills workshop for 
30 faculty members and students on the 
Oberlin campus. Last January, two stud- 
‘ents also from Oberlin worked in the 
Tutorial Center here as their independent 
study project, and the exchange program — 
with Oberlin developed as a result of 
their experiences here. 

Four other hearing students will also 
be at Gallaudet this semester as full- 
-time students: Kathy Quigley and Charles 
Pennington from Clarion State College; 
Laurie Bolster from the University of 





Virginia, Northern Center; and Steve 
Williams from Western Maryland College. 
These students have expressed an interest 
in careers working with the deaf.

Some of the 
countries represented by the 49 foreign 
visitors during the seven month period 
were: Sierre Leone, Santo Domingo, 
Japan, Australia, France, Ghana, Iran, 
Yugoslavia, Ethiopia, South Africa, 
Pakistan, Germany, Sweden, Ireland, 
Canada, Greece, Isreal, England, and 
Egypt. 

Our visitors have been alumni; audiolo- 
gists and speech pathologists; physicians; 
nurses; prospective students; representa- 
tives of philanthropic, religious and © 
social organizations; professionals and 
students from vocational rehabilitation 
and other social services; parents of. 
deaf children and other interested per- 
sons.
